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J.P. MeARTHUR MEETING WELL 
ATTENDED 


The Catt’s report of the Liberal meeting last night 
— Wednesday—is necessarily condensed, and believing that 
at this junoture the electors are most interested in the 
etatemente of the candidate we forego the pleasure of the 
usual remarke and first quote Mr. McArthur ae nearly as

_Upon rising Mr. McArthur said: 

It is a p'easure to me to be here 
tonight and to see such a represen- 
tative gathering of male and female 
voters of the province of Alberta 
gathered together to hear the views 
of our Premier.on matters of Legis- 
lation that have been brought down 
by the legislators of this province 
and that are now on the Statute 
books of the province. Many of 
the acts passed by this Legislature 
have the object in view of assisting 
the farmera in the matter of trans 
portation, in the matter of road 
and bridge building and also the 
construction of telephone lines, in 
order that the farmers of this 
country would bs enabled to market 
their products with as sinall an ex- 
pense as possible in order that 
they might receive the greatest 
financial results from the effurta of 
their labors, 

With his iw the gov- 
ernment of the Province has guur- 
anteed the bonds of railroads into 
the districts that were remotely sit- 
wate from market facilities, with 
the result that today the C. N. R. 
theG. T, P. and the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and Peace River railways 
are extending lines into the settled 
portions of the Province, ~ thereby 
enabling the farmers of these dis- 
tricts to more easily market 
their products, Not only has this 
been the effect. but it also has had 
the effect of giving a stimulus to the 
greater production of farm products 
in districts thus served by the rail- 
roads, which would not have been 
built hid not the Provincial Gov- 
ernment come to their assistance 
with the guarantee for their con- 
etruction, But I mav say that 
while the Province has guaranteed 
the construction of several thousand 
miles of 1:ailway, the government 
has taken the precautiia to secure 
the Province against any loss in re- 
gard to those railways by a first 
mortgage on the roads thus 
gunranteed. 

It was not for the purposa of as- 
sisting the railroad companies that 
the credit of the Province was 
pledged, but it was for’the sole pur- 
pose of securing for the farmers of 
those outlying districts the necessary 
means of transportation. We have 
been accused as a government of 
guarantweing the bonds of those rail- 
ways to a greater extent than the ac- 
tual cast of construction, but I hold 
in my hand a report given by the 
Commiasion selected by the Con- 
eervative government at Ottawa for 
the purpose of discovering at first 
hand the actual cost of construction 
of those roads. 


The Commission consisted of Sir 
Henry Drayton, chairman of Board 
of Railway Commissioners for Can- 
ada, a Conservative government ap- 
pointee; A, H Smith, p-esident of 
New York Central lines; and Wm. 
Acworth of London, Eng., a noted 
old country railway expert, Their 
report ie contained in Sessional pa- 
per No. 20G 1917, and in it we 
find a statement showing, after a 
detailed investigation by the Com- 
missioners’ own engineers, the cosy 


ef reproduction of the various branch 
lines of the C.N.R. in Alberta, bonds 
of which have been guaranteed by 
this Province. The amount of the 
guarantee is set down in on: column 
and the amount of coat of actual 
construction is placed in opp wite 
column, and in every instanc the 
actual ‘ost as found by the Com 
mission has exceeded the guarantee 
anywhere from $5,000 to 835,000 
per mile, thus proving by a com 
mission appointed by the Ottawa 
governmeat that atatements mad 
on the floor of the House and i 
schoolhouses throughout the Pre 
vioce by a wember of the Opposi 
tion who poses as a railway expert 
were absolutely unfo nde, 
proves to the people of thie Provin 
that this eelf-constitatad railway ex 
pert may know something of fi rin 
cing in other linea, but ia an ay 
jute failure when it Gomes to arriv 
Ing at Ubeerst of imeesy eonstrne

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tion, as proven conclusively by the 
report of the above-named Com- 
mission. 

While this government has as- 
sisted farmers in respect to railroad 
construction, they have also brought 
down much legislation that has been 
of great importance and assistance 
te the farmers, namely the Co- 
operative Elevator bill, whereby the 
Farmeis’Co-operative Co have today 
over 100 elevators and will have by 
the end of the season at least 140 of 
those farmers’ elevators owned by 
the farmera whose account was guar- 
anteed to the amount of $1,000,000. 

At the last session of the legista- 
ture the Municipal Hail Insurance 
Board appeared before the govern- 
ment asking for assistance to meet 
their deficit, which occurred through 
excessive hail losses during the leat 
two years, with the result that this 
government guaranteed the account 
of the board to he extent of $262,- 
000, in order that the farmers would 
receive the full amount of their loss 
sustained, another proof that the 
government of this Province is nev- 
er Jacking in improving and assist- 
ing agricultural conditions. 

The government of this Province 
bas also brought down at this ses- 
sion ao Act known as the Farm 
Loans Act, which will be of ines- 


timable value to the farmers of the

On Friday, June 8th, the rate- 
payers of Gleichen are called upon 
to vote on the town by-law to pur- 
chase the electrio light plant owned 
by F. C. Vigar. This matter has 
been discussed at length in these 
columns and it is quite unnecessary 
to go over it all again. Neverthe- 
leas it is an important matter and 
worthy the sincere consideration of 
all interested in our town. 

The vote was to haye been taken 
a couple of months ago, but owing 
toa letter going estray it wae not 
known until a couple of days before 
the vote was to be taken that the 
Board of Public Utility Commission- 
era refused to allow the purchase 
on the ground that they thought 
6,000 too much for the plant. 

Since then Mr. Vigar has offered 
to accept $4,000 as he is leaving for 
Eugland in July to enlist with the 
Avy.

Under the Municipal Hospitals 
Act passed at the recent Session of 
the Legislature, the Minister ef 
Municipal Affairs is authorized to 
divide the province into Hospital 
Districts. He is also charged with 
the responsibility of supplying, 
plans, specifications, estimates, ad- 
vice on sights and management and 
such other assistance as he’ may 
be able to give. The bringing into 
existance of a hospital depends upon 
the initative of the people. When 
only one municipality is con- 
cerned, all that is necessary to in- 
itiate action is a petition signed by 
twenty-five electors and agreed to 
by the municipal council. When 
more than one council is concerned 
the consent of the other council or 
councils is necessary, as well as the 
petition from the electors within 
the municipality. The preliminary 
work being done, the council shall 
appoint a hospital board, In the 
case of one municipality undertak- 
ing the work, the board shall con- 
sist of three members of the council. 
When there are two municipalities 
in the proposed district each council 
shall appoint three representatives, 
one being a member of the council 
and two electors, not councillors. 
When thc appointments are made 
the names are sent to the Minister 
mens | WhO names a convenor and the 
place and date of meeting for organ- 
ization. The board has power— 

To appoint such officials as may 
be necessary and to fix the amount 
of remuneration; 

To determine the site and arrange 
for purchase of same; 

To arrange for the acquiring or 
erection of a suitable building; 

To make arrangements with any 
existing hospital, if preferred to un- 
dertake the establishment and 
maintenance of a separate institu- 
tion; 

To engage medical practioneers 
and nurses; 

To arrange for financing the hos- 
pital, the preparation of estimates, 
the municipality providing the 
money as for other municipal enter- 
prises. 

The levy for capital expenditure 
shall not be higher than two mills 
on the dollar, 

As soon as the plans are approved 
by the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
thecouncil shall prepare a by-law 
for the submission to the electors, 
which must be voted on within 
three months,

A By-Law of the Town of Gleichen 
to purchase and operate an electric 
light plant. 

Whereas it is deemed expedient by 
the Council of the Town of Gleichen 
to acquire and operate the electric 
light plant owned by F. ©. Vigar in 
the aforesaid town and now offered 
by him to the town of Gleichen for 
$4000.00 (Four thousand dollars), 

And whereas a further sum of 
$1000.00 will be required for re-con- 
structionvl purposes; 

And whereas it is deemed advisable 
that the indebtnoss thus created be 
spread over a period of 10 years and 
that debentures issued hereunder bear 
interest at the rate df six per cent per

And whereas the whole rateable 
property of the Town of Gleichen ac- 
cording to the last revised assessment 
is the sum of $948,055.00. 

And whereas the present bonded in- 
debtedness of the Town of Gleichen is

that this by-law take effect on the 
first day of June, A.D, 1917. 

Therefore, the Council of the Town 
of Gleichen enacts as follows:— 

1. That debentures in the sum of 
five thousand dollars be issued for the 
purpose of purchasing the electric 
igh¢ plant owned by F. ©. Vigar and 
and consisting of boiler, engine, two 

enerators, belting, switchboard and 
nstruments, pole line and wiring and 
all appliances and equipment present- 
ly used in its maintainance as a run- 
ning plant, and for the purpose of 
moving and erecting the aforemen- 
ioned machinery and equipment at 
the Town Power Station; each of 
which debentures shall be dated of 
the day in which this by-law takes 
effect and shall be payable in ten 
oats consecutive annual instalments 
of principal and interest at the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce in the town 
of Gleichen, Aiberta, 

2. Each of the said debentures shall 
bear interest at the rate of six per 
cent per annum and shall have attach- 
ed to them coupons for the pryoient of 
the annual instalment of principal 
and interest, the said debentures to be 
signed by the Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Town of Gleichen and 
sealod with the seal of the corporation 
of the town of Gleichen and the attach- 
ed coupons shall likewise be signed by 
the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Town of Gleichen.

The Cow Bil 


The Live Stock Encouragement 
Act which was passed at the recent 
session of the Alberta Legislature, 
commonly known as ‘The Cow 
Bill,” is now in operation, and 


the Department of Agriculture for 
loans under this Act. The Act 
provides that any five or more 
farmers may avail themselves of ite 
provisions by joining together for 
that purpose, These men may 
borrow up to 8500 each. The 
money is loaned to them for a 
period of five years at 6. per cent 
icterest. The farmer receives the 
full $500 and has nothing to pay 
but $30 interest once a year until 
the end of five years. The only 
expense in connection with the 
loan is a fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed. There is no further ex- 
pense in connection with chattle 
mortgages or the registration of the 
same as the Live Stock Commission- 
erin the Department of Agricult- 
ure holds the cattle in security for 
the loan by means of a government 
brand. A certain amount of sup- 
ervision is made over the purchase 
of the cattle, or rather, the farmer 
is given whatever assistance he may 
require in the purchase of his cows.

can sell the steers when they are 
two years old and use the proceeds 
in connection with bis farming bus“ 
iness. None of the original cows 
or heifers, or cows and heifers bred 
from them, can be sold without the 
written consent of the Live Stock 
Commissioner, This consent, of 
course, will be given in case a farm- 
should require to sell any of them 
on account of their being non- 
breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other 
cows or heifers. In this way the 
live stock loans will practically all 
be secure after the first crop of 
calves has been raised, so that there 
will be a comparatively small a- 
mount of risk either for the Gov- 
ernment or for any _ individual 
member of an association. 

In order to avail themselves of 
this loan, five farmers are asked to 
join together, signing joint and 
several notes for the money, so that 
in case of any man wilfully neglect- 
ing his stock there will be some. in- 
terested person in the shape of an- 
other member of the syndicate to 
notify the Live Stock Commissioner 
and he, under the provisions of 
this Act, can take charge of the 
stock so neglected, and see that the 
other members of the syndicate as 
well as the government are pro- 
tected against loas. 

Provision is also made in the Act 
for the Live Stock Commissioner 
to proceed against the one man who 
80 neglects his stock and compel 
him to pay whatever loss there is 
without involving the other mem- 
of the syndicate in a law-sauit, the 
idea being to work out, as simply 
as possible, a system by which men 
can borrow money at a low rate of 
interest for the purchase of live, 
stock, and still have reasonable 
protection for the Treasury of the 
Province of Alberta, which guaran- 
tees these loans, and thus materially 
reduces the rate of interest.

Binder Twine Outlook 


Prices May Be Expected to be Some-| 
what Higher Than Last Year 
Interesting statistics in regard to 
what may. be expected in the binder 
twine market during the coming year 
are given in a letter which the Sas- 
katoon Board of Trade has received} 
from L. H. Dewey, botanist in} 
charge of fibre investigations for the 
United States department of agricul- 

ture at Washington, 

Mr. Dewey, who has just returned 
from an extensive investigation trip 
to Porto Rico writes to Coimmission- 
er Sclanders: 

“So far as 1 have been able 
learn, there seems likely to be a suf- 
ficient supply of binder twine for all 
needs, but owing to the high price 
|of fibre the prices of binder twine 
are likely to be much greater than 
last year. Two or three of the pris 
on binder-twine plants have quoted 
prices for the coming year at 13 to 
14 cents per pound, with discounts 
for large quantitics and for prompt 
payment, 

“The quantity of henequen im 
ported during the calendar year 1916 
is reported to be 221,126 tons, which 
may be compared with 183,542 tons 
during the calendar year 1915, “Lhe 
importations for 1916 were the larg- 
est.on record, It appears like a 
commercial paradox to -have binder 
twine quoted at a price 2 to 3 cents 
per pound less than the current quo 
tations for raw fibre. Much of the 
fibre, however, used in the twine 
for the coming season was purchas- 
ed in the previous year at lower 
prices, but, of course, it is argued 
that if farmers receive a higher price 
for wheat, amounting to $10 or more 
per acre above what they received 
in former years, they can afford to 
pay the 10 to 15 cents more per 
acre for the higher cost of binder} 
twine,” |

Freedom For Jews 


Russian Democrats Will Reward 
Staunch Adherence of Jews by 
Grant of Equal Rights 
_ The special correspondent in Rus- 
sia of the Weekly Dispatch said in a 
recent communication that the first 
legislative step of the Russian gov- 
ernment will be to assure complete 
freedom for all Russian Jews. The 
attitude of the revolutionary govern- 


ment on the subject will be deter- 
mined by the leading principle of 
equal rights for all—irrespective of 


race or religious opinion, The rights 
granted will include all the social, 
political, religious and economic priv. 
ileges which the Jews hitherto haye 
not so far been allowed to enjoy. 
The Jew has not and never has 
had any grievance against the Rus- 


sian, All who know the Russian— 
particularly of the peasant type— 
cannot help loving him, for he is 


brotherly, kind, simple and devoted. 
He bears no malice and his heart is 
full of infinite charity to all, what- 
ever their race or belief. Yet, as 
everybody who is not blind knows, 
the Jew who had anything good to 
say about Russia would be very hard 
to find, What is the explanation of 
this apparent paradox? 

It is that Russia has for neafly two 
hundred years been misruled not by 
her czars—who often enough were 
merely the puppets of fate—but by a 
bureaucracy consisting in its higher 
branches entirel of Germans or 
slightly Russified Germans. Mostly 
they. came from the Baltic provinces, 
but a large number of them had been 
imported direct from Germany, They 
formed a class apart, living — their 
own life, speaking their own langu- 
age, and treating Russia as a splen- 
did empire to be exploited to the full, 

Now anti-semitism as a political 
doctrine was born in Germany and 
brought into Russia by these Ger- 
mans, who soon discovered that Jew- 
baiting was almost a providential 
discovery. Not only did they limit 
competition in regard to the —mer 
chants of the fatherland by making 
all Jews live in a restricted area, 
known as the Pale, but whenever the 
bureaucrats were getting into hot 
water through excessive corruption 
or other misdemeanors they always 
had the stock remedy of blaming the 
Jews and enraging their Black Hun- 
dred hordes of hired rifiians to start 
programs. The Jews had every 
confidence in the justice of their fel- 
low Russians, but they had not the 
slightest belief in anything good ema- 
nating from the poisoned circle of 
the buseaucrats. : 

A fortnight before the reassembl- 
ing of the duma, M. Protopopoff 
announced that he intended granting 
the Jews various important reforms, 
He would allow them to form limited 
companies, to own land, and to live 
without molestation in cities outside 
the pale. The reforms would, how- 
ever, be by edict and not be submnit- 
ted to the duma for its approval. 

M, Protopopoff had embarked on 
a cunning scheme. He knew that the 
Russian Jews * fet and soul 
witle~ the aR on Te ah 
spared neither risk of imprisonment, 
time nor money to further its propa- 
ganda, By offering them these con- 
cessions he hoped to detach them 
from the revolution and by taking 
away the financial backbone destroy 
the movement, At the same time he 
would breed dissensions between the 
Jews and thus eventually be able to 
break both sides to his will. 

The Jews had too much good sense 
and were far too loyal to their fel- 
low countrymen to be bribed. They 
showed at once and quite clearly that 
for good or ill they meant to throw 
in their lot with the Russian people. 
They, of course, stood to lose much 
and it required a great deal of brav- 
ery for a people accustomed to many 
years of bureaucratic oppression | to 
oppose an all-powerful camarilla, 
had 
got to a pitch when, however disas 
trous, they must make a final deci- 
sion. Now they will be rewarded 
and a new era will opén for Russia. 

Potentially Russia is the richest 
empire in the world, There is not 
the slightest doubt that with a sane 
democratic government properly fi- 
nanced and with a little energy Rus- 
siaswill become the leading market 
of the world and will play as great 
a part in transforming the world’s 
industries as did the invention of 
inachinery after the Napoleonic wars. 

So far as the war is concerned the 
revolution and the freeing of the 
Jews are going to mean an accession 
to our side of millions of men and 
untold wealth, Without the ightest 
exaggeration it is not too much to 
say that henceforth the great for- 
tunes of American Jewry will be en- 
tirely at the disposition of the allies.

Die as Bravely as They Fight; Turkey Ready to . 


How Canadians Meet Greatest ‘Test 
of Manhood 


How do Canada’s sons out here 
face death when it comes? asks Stew- 
art Lyon, special correspondent of 
the Canadian Press, 

Everyone knows what 
have brought to the Dominion by 
their courage in battle and their 
cheerfulness and adaptability in camp 
and field, 

What of the last and greatest test 
of manhood; the inevitable encounter 
that awaits us all, from which only 


honor they 


the spirit can hope to emerge  vic- 
torious? 
Chaplains of the Canadian corps 


with whom I have spoken say with 
out hesitation that ' Canada’s sons 
who pass out, in the field and in the 
ambulances and hospitals immiediate- 
ly behind the front, die as bravely 
as they fight. 

“T have yet to hear one of these 
mortally wounded men express fear 
of death,” said a chaplain who has 
knelt in the field by the side of dy- 
ing men wherever Canadians have 
fought—in the Ypres salient, on the 
Somme, at Festubert—and who 
wears the ribbon of the Military 
Cross—given for conspicuous valor, 
“Most of them,” he added “have 
thought of the other side as men will 
who are confronted daily by death 
in many turns, In most cases mor- 
tally wounded men are mentally alert 
when they go out, I recall one 
young fellow with whom I was 
speaking of spiritual things—both of 
us knowing that he had but a few 
minutes to live-csaying in answer to 
my assurance t it was into God's 
world he was passing: 

“Tt will be most interesting to me 
to compare it with this.’ 


“Many of the men have little 
knowledge of creeds and religious 
observances, but I have met but one 
who did not understand the signifi- 
cance of the Cross, He had never 
been to Sunday school and it is on 
the lessons learnt there most of the 
men lean at the end, 

“They are not given to seli-pity. 
Thoughts of home and of the folk 
there, especially of the mother, are 
often the last in their consciousness, 
In one case I recall, a young chap 
was greatly distressed over the blank 
his death would leave in the life of 
his fiancee, The general note is that 
of unfaltering acceptance of the in- 
evitable,” 

Another chaplain, speaking of his 
ministrations to dyir men, said: 
“We did not send over all the saints 
in Canada to do our share of — the 
fighting. Some of,our men have been 
hard cases, but I have yet to hear 
one avow himself an infidel or an un- 
believer in a hereafter. The dying 
men have the instinct of immortali- 
ty,” 

The testimony of Canadian field 
chaplains as to how the men face the 
king of terrors is that of much ex- 
perience, The sixty-five chaplains at 
= ont eee lin tlic im- 
portant branches of the churen They 
labor together in the most complete 
hermony—Protestant and Catholic, 
Anglican and Methodist, Presbyter- 
ian and Baptist. They hold services 
for the men in the field often under 
shell fire,.comfort and pray for the 
dying, write letters to the relatives 
at home of those who pass out, and 
in addition operate a system of can- 
teens and cinenia entertainments be- 
hind the lines a good deal ‘ike that 
of the Y.M.C.A., the chief differ- 
ence being that the chaplains’ system 
is officially recognized, and it ace 
counts audited by the army officials. 

The canteens are, of course, dry, 
and the things sold are largely sup- 
plementary eatables. ‘The  entertain- 
ers at the cinemas and the men who 
operate them are so_ selected — that 
there is no impairment of fighting 
strength. Men out on leave, or certi- 
fied as temporarily unfit for the 
trenches are utilized. No salaries 
are paid, and the profits are used to 
provide coffee behind the frout dur- 
ing engagements, and ‘Thermos 
flasks with which coffee and tea are 
conveyed to the wounded along _ the 
line of an advance and at the first- 
aid stations to which the ambulances 
cannot penetrate, Stationary, sport- 
ing supplies and similar things not 
provided under army regulations are 
also supplied free of cost from the 
cinema and canteen surplus. The to- 
tal turnover of this remarkably use- 
ful social service department con- 
ducted by the Canadian chaplains 
was over $100,000 in the three months 
ended December 31, The profits were 
about $10,000, and all of them go 
back to the troops in the form of 
comforts,

Turn on Germany 
Writer Says an Englishman Is More 
Popular in Constantinople 
Than a German 


"To sum up this question,” says 
Graham Hollister in the course of an 
article in the New York Sun, “I 
would much prefer to be an English- 
man in Turkey at the present time 
than L would to be a German,” This 
remark he makes in the course of an 


article designed to give the outside) 


world an idea of the conditions ex- 
isting in Turkey, and in view of the 
news that the Russian and British 
forces have effected a junction in 
Mesopotamia Mr. Hollister’s views 
are of particular interest, for he has 
been in Turkey till quite recently. 
In his opinion the Turkish empire is 
scething with revolt against the Ger- 
man officers and drill masters, as 
well as against the Young ‘Turks, 
who have steered their country into 
this war. Not more than one Turk 
out of a hundred knows what he is 
fighting for, and not more than one 
out of a thousand can give adequate 
reasons for Turkey having joined in 
the melee as an ally of Germany. 
Nevertheless, what President Wilson 
has called “a little group of wilful 
men,” headed by Enver Pasha, has 
controlled Turkey in the crisis, and 
that her soldiers have fought well no. 
body doubts. Nevertheless, Mr. Hol- 
lister has the idea that there may be 
a change of front in Turkey at any 


moment, 
He does not suggest that the 
movement will come from the peo- 


ple, but seems to be of opinion that 
it may originate with~ the Young 
Turks, If Enver Pasha and his asso- 
ciates come to the conclusion that 
Germany will lose this war, which 
in Turkey is considered to be a war 
between England and Germany, there 
is reason to believe that they will 
quit Germany and try to make terms 


with the Entente, In a discussion 
with an intelligent ‘Turkish officer 
the American correspondent pointed 


out that Turkey was bound to be a 
loser; if England wins Turkey will be 
divided; if Germany wins she will be- 
come virtually a province of Ger- 
many. The officer admitted that this 
was true if Tirkey remained in the 
war until the end; but he thought 
that she might find a golden moment 
to quit, or even to turn against the 
Teutons and thus save much of her 


power and her dominions, It is not 
likely that the Entente will make any 
offer to Turkey, but the fact that she 


is looking to them indicates her po- 
sition, 

The fecling in the country has 
grown bitter against the Germans, 
for the German officers with which 
the country now swarms have been 
lacking in tact’ despite their military 
advantages. They treat the Turks as 
a company of Texas colonels might 
treat a battalion of- negro troops, if 
they had the suspicion that the negro 
troops meditated a mutiny, From 
the point of view of military knowl- 
cdge (he attitude of the Germans to 
the ‘Turks may be justified; that 4s to 
say, a German captain “may know 
more than a Turkish major, but it is 
not always politic to dist tife ex- 
tent of one’s wisdom, ories are 
told all over Turkey of German cap- 
tains striking Turkish colonels, of 
German petty officers knocking down 
earnest ‘Turkish soldiers. In the 
medical seryice German doctors re- 
ceive several times the pay of Turk- 


ish doctors, and the money comes 
out of the Turkish treasury. More- 
over, the German doctors get their 


pay in gold, 

The Turks are good soldiers, but 
they are not naturally susceptible to 
German methods of discipline, and 
efficiency, Moreover, they are not 
well paid or well fed, The private 
is supposed fp get 18c a month, but 
it is not often that he gets it, Le 
has two meals a day, and if Cana- 
dians had the meals they would think 
that they were starving. Some of 
them, moreover, have been at war for 
five or six years. They have not been 
home since the first Baikan war; in 
many cases, we are told, their wives 
have starved to death, for there is no 
separation allowance for the Turkish 
soldier, When he goes to the front 
his wife is expected to support the 
family as best she can, How shie is 
to do it if there are no neighboring 


Christians to murder and rob is a 

mystery; for the soldier's pay 1s 

always in arrears. Snes 
Graft, too, is rampant in Turkey 


Exemptions from military servic ¢ 
easily bought. The correspondent 
speaks of cases within his knowledge 
in which absolutely unqualified  citi- 
uens have purchased doctor's certifi- 
cates, not of exemption, but of qual- 
ification as doctors, ‘Thus, they are 
enabled to draw doctor's pay. Those 
who have factories which they wish 
to keep going can make a payment 
to the local military chief and retain 
their workmen, While the censor- 
ship in Turkey is strict, news circu- 
lates through the country, and the 
Turks, especially the edsicated ones, 
are not in ignorance of what is hap 
pening, The only thing lacking for 
a first class revolution is a leader. 
The Turks realize that they cannot 
win, that they have as much to lose 
by a German victory as by a British 
victory, -They bate the Germans, 
and after peace is declared there a 
hundreds of German officers and of- 
ficials who will never reach home 
alive,

What a monstrous thing this Ger- 
man attack has been, and what a 
colossal failure!-The world has not 
been conquered, no part of it; no 
people among all that have been at- 
tacked has abandoned the battle, 
however heavy the first blow: Europe 
has been sown with German- dead, 
but the harvest has only been ene 
mies. The German calewlation in 
cluded all but the spirit of man, but 
the spirit of man has proven the de 
cisive factor.
